Tt may be necessary to premise, that no Bri- 
tish subject is allowed to wear the insignia of 
any Foreign Order, without first obtaining Her 
Mcjesty's permission, and having the same duly 
registered at the Heralds' Office ; and, that no 
permission granted subsequent to March, 1813, 
authorizes the assumption of any Style, Rank, 
Precedence, or Privilege appertaining to that of 
a Knight Bachelor of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

ITie following Notice respecting Foreign 
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Orders appeared also in the London Gazette of 
December 6, 1823 : — 

" 1st. That no British subject shall accept a 
Foreign Order, or wear its Insignia^ without 
having previously obtained a warrant under 
the Royal Sign Manual, (directed to the Earl 
Marshal of England,) granting him His 
Migesty's permission to accept and wear the 
same. — 2nd. That the intention of a Foreign 
Sovereign to decorate a British subject with 
the Insignia of such Order shall be notified to 
His Migesty^s Principal Secretaay of State for 
Foreign Affoirs, either through the King^s 
Minister abroad, or through the accredited 
Minister of the Foreign Sovereign resident at 
this Court. — 3rd. That when HisMigesty's Prin- 
cipal Secretary of State for Foreign Affiurs shall 
have taken His Mcjesty's pleasure, and obtained 
his consent upon the occasion, he shall then 
signify the same to His Migesty's Principal 
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Secretary of State for the Home Department, 
in order that he may cause the usual Warrant 
to be prepared for the Royal Sign Manual, and 
take such other steps as may be necessary for 
carrying His Miyesty's pleasure into effect 
accordingly. — 4th. That when the Warrant is 
signed by the King, it shall be announced in 
the Gazette in the usual manner, and registered 
in His Migesty's College of Arms. — 5th. That 
no subject of His Migesty could be allowed to 
accept the Insignia of a Foreign Order £rom 
any Sovereign of a Foreign State, except they 
shall be so conferred in consequence of active 
and distinguished services before the enemy, 
either at sea or in the field, or unless he shall 
have been actually employed in the service of 
such Foreign Sovereign. — 6th. That His Ma- 
jesty's licence and permission doth not autho- 
rize, and shall not be deemed or construed to 
authorize, the assumption of any style, appella- 
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tioD; rank, precedence, or privilege appertain- 
ing unto a Knight Bachelor of these reahns. 

** N.B. Before the Principal Secretaryof State 
for Foreign Affairs takes the King's pleasure 
on any application for an Officer in the Army 
to be permitted to accept a Foreign Order, he 
causes the same to be referred to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, through his Lordship's Se- 
cretary, to know whether or not his Lordship 
sees any objection to His Majesty's pleasure 
being taken thereon."
